Section 10. The sum of $50,000,000, or so much thereof as

Section 15. The sum of $3,000,000, or so much thereof as

Section 20. The sum of $25,000,000, new appropriation,
is appropriated and the sum of $19,864,600, or so much
thereof as may be necessary and as remains unexpended at the
close of business on June 30, 2013, from appropriations and
reappropriations heretofore made in Article 27, Section 20 of
Public Act 97-0727 is reappropriated from the Federal HOME
